The Philadelphia Ledger is publish

Valley of the Delaware, A Journey to 
the Northward," bv J. C. The past 
and present of this borough is given 
as follows: 


We have come in our pleasant 


steamboat journey to one of the most 
interesting regions of the Upper Dela- 
ware 
The river broadens ahead of 


u-i, forming two c'a mels arcu d Bur- 
lington Islano, aud having ou either 
side the towns of Burlington and 
Bristol, both coeval with the first set- 
tlement of Philadelphia, and Bristol 
iu that early day having ambitions to 
become the location of Penn's great 
city. For a good many years hereto- 
fore tbe traveler up the Dataware ap- 
proaching Burlington Island usually 
saw in (rout, briskly crossing Us at- 
tractive green background, a quaint 
ittle ferryboat—a sort of miniature 
of the boats at Philadelphia. 
It 


curried a diminutive end cabin on 
eithea side, but was built so narrow 
that the very slender smoke pipe com- 
posed of various sizes of tubes had to 
:>e put on one side, so as to allow 
enough room for wagons to pass over 
the boat. 
This boat which did yeo- 


man service for forty years was the 
'Ellwood Doron," nauied after a pros- 
perous Bristol merchant recently de- 
ceased, and it represented tbe oldest 
Ferry iu continuous service across the 
Delaware, 
first 
established 
after 


"Dunk's Ferry" below, and two years 
Ijefore Peon came to Philadelphia. 
This little boat earned enough money 
to pay tor a fine new screw propeller, 
tbe "William E. Doron," last year put 
on the ferry, and having been unfor- 
tunately worsted in a recent scrap 
with the big steamboat "Edwin For- 
rest," it is now laid up in ordinary at 
Bordentown to rest after years of use- 
ful service. 
Our steamboat tied fast 


at the Bristol landing, the red-roofed 
houses of the borough peeping out 
among the trees, while the deserted 
wharves gave evidence of a lost com- 
merce, aud re-called the time iu tbe 
last century when both Bristol and 
Burlington had a large ocean-carrying 
trade, at times rivaling Philadelphia. 


The laud on which Bristol is built is 


level, and at the southern edge of the 
town the coal barges lie iu tbe capaci- 
ous basin of the '-Delaware Division 
Canal," which here comes out to the 
river with its traffic of Lehign coal 
brought from 
Easlon 
There are 


people who urge, aud with reason, that 
this canal is the proper aqueduct to 
bring Ui« water down from the Upper 
Delaware for an ample supply for 
Philadelphia. 
Mill Creek flows into 


the river here, and Us eligibility as a 
mill site first located the settlement. 
One Samuel Cliff, in 1680, obtained 
from Edmund Andros, then the Colon- 
ial Governor of New York and of 
the Duke of York's possessions, a 
grant of 262 acres, covering 
the 


present town site, and he immediately 
started the feiry. which is curiously 
alluded to in the old colonial records, 
'•the ferry against Burlington," and 
the desire to secure 
transportation 


across the Delaware, to the then chief 
village of West Jersey, seems to have 
made the beginning of the Bristol 
settlement. 
Clift died in 1784, but 


the ferry has continued in uninter- 
rupted service. 
A township located 


north of Nesbaminy Creek was created 
in 1692, and in 1695 Anthony Burton 
and Thomas Buck bought the town 
site, and, laying it out in building 
lots, called it New Bristol, naming it 
from Bristol in England, where lived 
Penu's wile, liaunali Callow hill. 
In 


ordur to bring the place into public 
notice, they applied to the Pennsyl- 
vania Provincial Assembly, stating 
.hat, as Bucks county had no market- 
,owu, this settlement at "the ferry 
igaiust Burlington" presented great 
advantages as a market-town, and it 


as the earliest market estalished in 


Bucks. 
Afterwaids, in 1720 it was 


Quaker Meeting Ucuse, which is still 
standing, though enlarged, dates from 
1710. These were thus described bv 
a visitor as they appeared in 1715: 
"At a corner of two lanes was a 
Quaker Meeting House, and at a still 
more retired spot stood a small Epis- 
copal Church, whose lonely graveyard, 
with ics surrounding woody scenery, 
might have furnished au appropriate 
theme for such a muse as Gray's. 
These, together with an old brick jail, 
constituted all the public edifices iu 
this, my native town." 
He came 


back and looked again at Br.stol in 
1757, and then sorrowfully wrote: 


"There are few towns, perhaps, in 


Pennsylvania which, in the same space 
of time, have been so little improved, 
or undergone less alteration."

James' Church, eimilary with 
St. 


Mary's, over at Burlington, received 
the gift of a silver comuiuniou service 
from tl-io good Queen A.tmo, bui the 
service long ago disappeared, 
the 


church fell into decay during the Re- 
volution, aud the present church wss 
built and dedicated in 1857. 


Bristol possesses the Bath Mineral 


Springs, which made it the most fash- 
ioiiabre watering place in America 
during the last century—a veritable 
Saratoga, attracting prominent visitors 
for many years, but its fame as a 
sanitarinm had declined in the days of 
General Jackson. The chief inn of 
the town, the "George the Third," 
was opened in 1765, with that sover- 
eign's portrait displayed ou the sign 
in front. 
During the Revolution, this 


sign became a favorite target for 
musketry practice, and was gradually 
shot away, as it totally vanished. The 
inn was then named the "Fountain," 
and afterwards became the "Delaware

House." Its great davs were when

tbe port of Philadelphia from Buenos 
Ayres. The sheep bad been bought 
nd slaughtered and skinned, and the 
arcasses had been sold for nearly 
nough to pay their cost. The duty 
n the pelts was 124 cents each, which 
was'paid, and then the buyer set men 
t work to shave the wool from them 
with razors. 
As a result he got about 


our million pounds of wool into the 
United States free of duty. 


The Collector of Customs at Phila- 
elphia insisted that be should pay 
uty on the wool, but be refused, aud 
jointed out tbe law which authorized 
he free admission of wool on the pelt, 
'he Collector appealed to the Secre- 
ary of the Treasury, who referred tho 
matter to the Attorney-General. 
The 


atter decided that the wool merchant 
was right, and that, as the law read, 


ny one could bring in unsbeared sheep 
pelti by paying tbe 121 cents duty on 
he pelts. As the duty on wool at that 
iine was 33 cents a pjund, the profits 
were about a million and a half of 
dollars. When the matter was brought 
o the attention of tbe Committee on 
Ways and Means the merchant in- 
formed them that he had gone into 
the speculation to teach them -by an 
object-lesson the defect in the law be 
lad come over from Philadelphia to 
point out to them, when they snubbed 
lire so unmercifully. 


That merchant was Charles M. 


Ffoulke, now a resident of V/ashicg- 
ton, and owner of a famous collection 
of tapestries.

The first two cases of the fever in the 
latter place were in a family which 
took milk of the dairyman referred to, 
and in less than a month there were 
forty-five cases, all occuring, says a 
physician, "either iu families supplied 
by this dairy man or who had drunk 
his milk." 
The case shows the ex- 


treme infectiousness of typhoid fever 
aud the facility with which disease is 
propagated through milk.

LUCK IN ODD NUMBERS. 


ITai ily Climliing Hoses. 


In the prairie roso wo have a class of 


hardy native climbing rores often found 
growing wild in Michigan and the west- 
ern states, which wo may plant witlr 
confidence. Two of tho more commonly 
known roses of this class, which aro fa- 
vorites everywhere on account of their 
hardiness, free blooming, and tho fact of 
their flowers appearing just after tho 
other varieties are nearly over, are Queen 
of tho Prairio and Baltimore Belle, vari- 
eties r.used in the year J843 by a roso 
giower named Feast, ijijlaltimorc,from 
seeds of the wild prairie roso crossed 
with some Hiuropoan variety. These two, 
tho 1'urmer red mid tho latter -white, 
Vi hen grov.'n near each other 011 the same 
porch or with intertwining branches, 
heighten each other's beauty by con- 
trast. Both are of rapid growth and 
may bo employed to advantage for cov- 
ering any unsightly objects as walls, old 
trees, old buildings, etc. 
Among the 


most desirable "roses of the prairie class 
wo have Anuio Maria, vigorous, pale 
pink, very few thorns; Baltimore Belle, 
pale bluish, changing to white; Com of 
tho Prairie, free, believed to be from 
Quoon of the Prairies crossed with Mine. 
Laffay, rosy red, occasionally blotched 
with white, large, flat, flowers, slightly 
fragrant; Queen of tho Prairies, vigor- 
ous, 
rosy red, frequently with a white 


stripe, medium or largo size, double, fo- 
lis.go large, five leaflets, quito serrated; 
Triumphant, vigorous, rosy pink, me- 
dium size, double or full, distinct, seven 
leaflet.^ ai'ccoiainon. —Cleveland Leader.

less errand or otherwise '' April fooling" 
him on the first day of April is very an- 
cient. Yet it cannot truthfully bo said 
that any one is equal to the task of trac- 
ing it to its origin.

to bet upon ho will placo an extra heavy 
wager on him if he discovers that ho is 
numbered "3" on tho programme. 


Several superstitious betting men at 


tho Morris park races a few years ago 
noticed the coincidence that the thir- 
teenth day of tho meeting fell upon 
Juno 13, and they straightway sought 
out a horse numbered "13" on the card. 
They found ouo and bet upon him, and 
to make the coincidence most fctrango 
ho won. 


That this belief iu luck as applied to 


certain numbers is as old us our philoso- 
phy is shown by tho fact that centuries 
before tho Christian era tho Pylhagorcns 
and Platouists, who represented all 
movements and phenomena of nature by 
numbers, invented tho science of arith- 
uomancy, consisting of the use of magic- 
al squares and applying occult powers 
to rmmbei's. On the combinations of cer- 
tain numbers depended systems of divi- 
nation, and particular virtues were as- 
cribed to numbers accordingly as they 
wero odd or even. 


"There's luck iu odd numbers" is a 


saying as old as tho hills. As ancient a 
writer as Virgil says tho gods themselves 
esteemed the numbers odd, i'or in tho 
eighth cologne ho wrote: 


Around his waxen ima^c first I wind 
Throo woolen" lillels of three1 colors joined; 
Thrice round his llince devoted hczid, 
AVliicli round the. biicrod altar thrico is led— 
Unequal numbers please the yods. 
Tho Chinese havo similar ideas. With 


them heaven is odd and earth even, and 
the numbers 1, 3, fi, 7, 0 belong ta heav- 
en, whllo tho even digits arc of the 
earth earthy. 


So it is little cause for wonder that 


our modern gamblers stick to their be- 
lief that fortune abounds iu odd num- 
bers only.—>Tcw York Herald.

I 
rru an that it knows how to discriminate 
bolween this and that, reasons about 
wl at is good for it, rejects what cxpo- 
rieuco has informed it in not good for it 
and has special souses. It is a conscious 
being—indeed reasons, discriminates. 


,Iero is a great gulf between tho niii- 


mi 1 and the plant! Most of ui aro ready 
to aclcuowledgo buch simplo truths, and 
wo aro all wrong, for tho differences 
wbon sifted ore only thoso of a greater 
and leaser degree. 
Some plants like 


Bhi do; some liko light. Why? Well, why 
do wo under some circumstances prefer 
dai k and under others light? When we 
art healthy, wo can digest meat and re- 
ject with good reason a meal of sticks 
and stones. A carnivorous plant receives 
and digests a proportionate meat meal, 
but feed it with pebbles and bits of stick, 
aiuJ it refuses to rocoivo such dainties. 
Wi bend beneath a blow, we protect 
ouiiolves from further injuries that we 
jntigo may follow—so do tho sensitive 
plants. 


With tho aid of a specialist in this 


cla js of work I am trying to demonstrate 
tho presence of nervous tissue in plants. 
So far wo have not been successful, but 
tho circumstantial evidence is so strong 
that wo may feel quite certain that bet- 
ter methods of demonstration will give 
ocular evidence of what wo seek. The 
proofs of tho struggle for existence in 
botti animal and plant lifo havo been 
prettily told by Taylor.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


Slung, Cant and Argot. 


Jlr. Hayword said that we must be 


cari-fnl in dealing with Elizabethan 
slang not to judge it entirely by present 
day standards. Much of it is now recog- 
nized English, while much of our mod- 
em slang was good Elizabethan English. 
The word "slang" is of comparatively 
modern origin. The older word, which 
"el ing" to some extent replaces, is 
"cant," tho namo given to the secret 
lan/,niago of thieves, rogues and vaga- 
bonds, introduced into England by the 
gyp des in the reign of Henry VIII. Har- 
rison, in his description of Elizabethan 
England, records that the first deviser 
of "Canting" or "Peddler's French" 
was hanged by the neck. 


The "cant" language was a strange 


medley of Hebrew, Latin, Sanskrit, 
Grcok, Wallachiau, Spanish, flemish, 
Dutoh, Celtic and bastard Italian. The 
practice of such speech is worldwide. 
We have the French ' 'argot,'' the Span- 
ish "Germania," the Italian "gergo," 
and even the vagabonds among the Hot- 
tentots have their secret language, 
known as ' 'curzo cat.'' The first lexicog- 
rapher to recognize the word "slang" 
In l(s present sense was Grose, in 1785. 
Tho aiaa Horman, in his "Caveat or 
Wamingto Common Cursitors" (1566), 
describes 28 varieties of rogues and vag- 
abonds and gives a list of cant words 
and thoJr meaning.—Academy.

Hie Ceremony I» Complicated aid Wind*

The wedding cetemony among the 


Eabyles is interesting because of its 
comparative resemblance to the customs 
of the old Greeks and Romans and even 
to those which still prevail in seques- 
tered parts of France. Here it is the 
girl's father who exacts a wedding por- 
tion, a sum of about £8, for which the 
bridegroom has generally to rely upon 
the advances of his friends. Often, too, 
the young man has not a house for his 
bride, in which case hie friends set to 
work and. build one, no very difficult 
matter. 


On tho wedding day tho brido is led 


through the villages in tho neighbor- 
hood, mounted on a mule and escorted 
by friends and relations, who shout and 
fire guns agaiu and again. The various 
householders hasten forth to offer her a 
sieveful of beans, nuts or dried figs. Of 
these she takes a handful, which she 
kisses and then replaces in the sieve. 
All the offerings aro collected in sacks 
by the old women of the procession as 
contributions to the young people's lar- 
der. 


At the bridegroom's house the girl's 


hands aro washed with liquid butter. 
Then they give her some fresh eggs, 
which she breaks on tho mule's head 
and inside the unhappy animal's ears, 
thereby, it is believed, counteracting 
any evil designs against her and her 
husband's happiness. Before entering 
the house she driuka milk, fresh aud 
sour, and also water, and scatters over 
her shoulder a handful of barley, wheat 
and salt for the good of the family. 


The hut band then approaches her and 


fires a pistol above her bead to signify 
that thenceforward ho haa the power of 
life and death over her. Not infrequent- 
ly he makes the symbol even more em- 
phatic by firing into her headdress and 
setting her aflame. This done, little re- 
mains except for the youth to lift the 
lady in his arms and carry her bodily 
into his house.—All tho Year Round.
